More  than  30  Wartburg  students  went  to  Omega  Red 
Piercing  in  Cedar  Falls  for  piercing  and  tattoos,  accord- 
ing to  owner  Mike  French. 

French  said  Omega  Red  has  been  open  for  six  years,  and 
this  year  he  distributed  coupons  for  $5  off  all  piercings 
during  Outfly. 

Sarah  Witte,  got  her  second  tattoo  on  Outfly  and  said 
she  was  happy  with  her  experience  at  Omega  Red. 

Witte's  first  tattoo  was  a  dove  on  the  top  of  her  foot,  and 
this  time  she  got  music  notes  on  her  ankle.  To  her,  tat- 
toos are  about  something  permanent  and  meaningful. 
"The  music  notes  are  from  one  of  my  favorite  songs,  'For 
Good'  from  'Wicked,'"  she  said. 

When  tattoos  and  piercings  are  mentioned,  people  usu- 
ally express  concerns  about  the  perceptions  of  people, 
including  future  employers. 

"Both  of  my  tattoos  are  in  places  where  they  are  not  eas- 
ily seen  and  can  be  covered  up  if  need  be,"  Witte  said.  "I 
like  subtlety  when  it  comes  to  both  tattoos  and  piercing." 

Cody  Ekiov,  a  junior,  also  went  to  Omega  Red.  He  had  his 
piercing  stretched,  just  because  he  felt  like  it.  His  tattoo, 
however,  is  a  different  story. 

"I  wanted  a  tattoo,  and  I  wanted  it  to  mean  something," 
EkIov  said. 

The  tattoo  of  a  crown  of  thorns  and  two  nails  on  his  back 
expresses  his  faith. 

Tattoos  and  piercings  have  become  popular  among 
teenagers  and  20-year-olds.  Witte  recognizes  this  trend 
and  has  mixed  emotions. 

"I  think  there  are  some  really  neat  ones,  but  I  think  some- 
times people  go  overboard,"  she  said. 
Experts  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  say  there  are  many  risks 
involved.

A  calendar  featuring  at  least  1 2  Wartburg  males,  a 
Wartburg  Hunks  Calendar,  was  sold  to  help  finance  a 
student-led  winter  break  service  trip  to  Denver. 
Other  service  groups  planned  a  variety  of  fund-raising 
projects  to  support  winter  trips. 

The  calendar  was  designed  by  Amanda  Lundberg, 
Katie  Schwartzkopf  and  Katie  Ryan,  who  participated 
in  the  March  trip. 

Ryan  and  Schwartzkopf  led  the  trip,  which  involved 
working  with  the  Sobriety  House,  Inc.  in  Denver  to  re- 
pair rehabilitation  rooms  for  recovering  alcoholics.  All 
sales  from  the  calendar  benefited  the  service  trip. 

"We  thought  it  would  be  funny,  since  we're  one  of 
the  only  all-girl  service  trips,"  Schwartzkopf  said.  She 
said  an  informal  poll  was  conducted  among  some 
Wartburg  students  to  determine  the  calendar  candi- 
dates, who  were  then  approached  about  photo  shoots.

famed  journalist  encourages  asking  tough  questions,  bridging  gender  workplace  barriers 


Helen  Thomas  chastised  and  challenged  journalists 
and  berated  President  George  Bush  during  a  series 
of  appearances  on  campus  in  March. 

She  also  expressed  opinions  concerning  the  Iraq  war, 
2008  presidential  candidates  and  discrimination 
against  women  in  the  press  and  politics. 
Thomas'  main  focus  was  America's  involvement  in  the 
Iraq  war.  She  said  that  her  colleagues  of  the  media 
failed  society  by  not  asking  "why?" 

When  President  Bush  first  declared  the  U.S.  was  go- 
ing to  war,  no  reporters  asked  why,  she  said.  Thomas 
said  they  were  afraid  to  "rock  the  boat."  She  added 
that  journalists  have  a  duty  to  ask  questions  to  pre- 
vent the  government  from  deceiving  society. 
"The  press  gave  up  its  one  weapon:  skepticism," 
Thomas  said. 

"Don't  stop  asking  questions  because  if  you  don't  ask, 
no  one  will,  and  they  won't  be  held  accountable,"  she 
said.  Regarding  the  Iraq  War,  Thomas  said  at  a  press 
conference  that  presidential  candidate  John  Edwards 
has  the  best  plan:  getting  out. 

Thomas  believes  the  important  issues  of  the  2008 
presidential  election  will  be  health  care,  health  insur- 
ance and  the  environment,  while  gay  marriage  and 
abortion  will  fade  as  key  issues. 

At  a  private  dinner,  Thomas  said  that  America  is 
ready  for  a  female  president,  but  she  doesn't  believe 
it  will  happen  in  2008.

Deborah  Loers  replaced  Lex  Snnith  in  July  as  Wart- 
burg's  new  vice  president  of  student  life  and  dean  of 
students.  Loers  was  the  dean  of  student  development 
at  Willamette  University  in  Salem,  Ore. 

Loers  said  she  believes  colleges  like  Wartburg  con- 
tribute a  lot  to  students'  lives.  "I  saw  a  lot  of  exciting 
and  positive  things  when  I  visited  campus,  like  com- 
mitted and  excited  students,  faculty  and  staff  and 
President  Jack  Ohle's  leadership." 

According  to  David  McCullough,  head  of  the  search 
committee,  Loers'  initiatives  for  bridging  the  gap  be- 
tween service  learning,  academics  and  athletics  are 
the  qualities  that  made  her  a  stand-out  candidate. 

"This  was  a  national  search  for  a  high  caliber  position, 
so  we  had  to  look  for  the  best  people,"  McCullough 
said.
